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This index is based on indexing rules and subject 
headings for film periodicals developed by the Federa- 
tion of International Film Archives (FIAF) in 1971. This 
index, in order to be as useful as possible to English- 
speaking readers of FILM COMMENT, differs from 
FIAF’s in several ways. This index is divided into four 
main parts: a subject index, an author index, a film re- 
view index and a book review index. FIAF uses a sepa- 
rate “personalities” index, which this index combines 
with the subject index, and FIAF uses no author index. 
FIAF indexes film reviews under original titles only, this 
index uses the original title only if it is better-known 
than the English title. This index includes in its subject 
index the names of directors of reviewed films.
